SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS  SHOW  SEASON  DECR^IASE  IN  AUGUST 

Inspected  receipts  of  soybeans  decreased  seasonally  in  August  and  totaled 
only  1,096  cars  compared  with  1,72S  cars  in  July,  according  to  re-oorts  to 
the  Depprtment  of  Agriculture,  The  average  for  the  month  of  August  for  the 
crop  years  I9HO-U5  was  1,176  cars.     Inspected  receipts  October  through  August 
this  season  were  83,293  cars  compared  with  83,882  cars  for  the  same  period 
last  season. 

The  q^uality  of  soybeans  inspected  in  August  was  somewhat  higher  than  for  the 
preceding  month,  7I  percent  grading  No.  2  or  better  compared  with  67  percent 
in  July.     Of  the  October-August  receipts  this  year  7O  percent  graded  Nq,  2  or 
bettor  compared  with  9I  p<^rcent  last  year© 

Ins-Doctions  of  soybeans  in  August  included  the  equivalent  of  1  car  inspected 
as  cargo  lots  and  truck  recei-pts  equivalent  to  about  26  cars.
